Toples of the Daye 

Ts Tonks on? cecastonclly that the officers 
who have been instrumental in bringing to 
justice the perpetrators of crime receive 
rewards from the parties interested. It is 
proper that the publio should be made ac 
quainted with the fact, that it is expressly 
provided in the Consolidation Act that 
“neither the Chief of Police, Captains, nor 
any officer of Police, shall receive any 
present or reward for official services ren- 
dered,’ and that, by encouraging the system: 
the efficiency of the Department will be 
seriously impaired. Teis the duty of the 
Polico oor *to bo prompt and vigilant in 
the detection of erime, and the arrest of 
public offenders ;7 and, for the performance 
of that duty, he reecives a regular monthly 
solary out of the City Treasury. They are 
entitled to no reward from private individ- 
uals for any services they may render. If 
s citizen havo o eause for complaint, all that 
is necessary for him to do is to lay the facts 
bofore the Chief of Police, and it then be- 
eomes the duty of the officer, acting ander 
the orders of his superior, to be “prompt 
and vigilant” in bringing the perpetrators 
of the crime to justice, and for any extra- 
ordinary diligence that he may exhibit, he 
ig net entitled to receive any pecuniary or 
other reward. A feithful and diligent dis- 
charge of his duties may constitute a claim 
for promotion, bat none for pecuniary com- 
pensation from the citizen. Viewed asa 
whole, the Police Department of this city 
is mot, by any means, as efficientas it might 
ba. Tho couso of its inefficiency is to be 
found in the partizan character of its organ- 
ization. 

One of the first acts of the present local 
government, after it had been placed in 
power, was the dismissal of the whole Po- 
lies force of the city. At the time, we pro- 
tested against this step—not from partizan 
motives, but because it was subversive of a 
vital principle. A position in the Police 
Department is almost everywhere regarded 
as the reward to be obtained by those who 
roll up their sleeves, and shout the loudest 
onthe day of election, though no sane man 
will pretend that stentorion lungs and elec- 
tioneering fact ore the only qualifications 
eciculated to render the Police officer effi- 
ciont and useful. 

San Frarveisee is not the only city in the 
United States where such views have been 
entertained, and where a similar course has 
beenpursued. Almost everywhere a change 
of the administration of a municipality has 
been followed by a corresponding change 
in its Police Department; and to this sys- 
tem, alone, is to be attributed the fact 
that, as a general thing, the Municipal 
Polies of the United States is inferior, in 
point of efficiency and usefulness, te that 
of Great Britoin or any, other European 
power, where the Police Deparment has not 
beon converted into an engine of oppression, 
but is regarded, simply as an organization 
for the protection of the life and property of 
the citizen, and the preservation of public 
ordez. In New York, e few years ago, the 
evils of the system became the subject of a 
great deal of diseussion; and, in obedience 
to the demands of ths people, a law was 
passed by the Legislature for the re-organ- 
jzation of the Police Department of that 
city; and in that law it was provided, that 
the Police officer should hold office during 
gool behavior, and could not be removed 
except upon trial before a Board of Police 
Commissioners, created for the purpose of 
investigating all charges that might be 
brought against members of the Department. 
The new system worked admirably, and the 

Police Department of New York bid fair to 
equal that of London, in point of efficiency, 
till the Black Eepublicans undertook to 
logislate on the subject last winter, through 
partisan motives, and undid all that had pre- 
vieusly been aceomplished. Years ago, we 
advocated the adoption of the same system 
hore, and finally succeeded in obtaining a 
recognition of the principle that the Police 
offcer ahould hold his position daring good 
behavior. It wasso provided in the Charter 
passed in 1855; and the clause in the Con- 
solidation Ac& rolating to the some subject, 
inferentially, at least, recognizes the same 
principle. Batupon the organization of the 
present government, principle was forgotten 
in partisan clamor; and thoagh it was admit- 
ted that the Polico Department, at that time, 
contained some faithfal and efficient officers, 
yet awholesale dismissal was determined 
upon, though, if the object held in view was 
to increase the efficieney of the Department, 
all the incompetent officers could have been 
removed by thé process prescribed in the 
Consolidation Act—by trial before the Board 
of Police Commissionera. The course pur- 
sued by the present government, im this 
matter, was, if Ïs trae, legally correct. It 
was decided by the Supreme Court that they 
had a legal right to dismiss the whole of the 
Police force; but thera is a difference, very 
frequently, betweon legal and moral rights. 
In this. instance, by the assertion of their 
legal right to a certain class of patronage, 
they subverted a principle, without the re- 
cognition of which, the Police Department 
can never $e rendered efficient.

Manufaelaring Interests of Son Franeiseo. 


| California Motallurgical Works-—No. 9. 


Having diracted attcntion to the importance 


tof this establishment in its bearing upon the 


quartz fntereats of California, we now come to 
the consideration of other branches of industrial 
onterprice, yet, itis true, in the incipient stages 
of development, but destined ere long to become 
of great consequence to the State. 

There have as yet been no discoveries of silver 
ore in California, .decerving of attention, but it 
is well known that in Lower California, and also 
in that tract of country recently added to the ter- 
ritories of the United States—calledsthe Gadsden 
Purchase—there are many silver mines of sur- 
passing richness. The result of the transmission 
of the latter region from the effete and illiberal 
role of Mexico, to the guardianship of our young 
and vigorous Republic, has been to open up 
avenues to enterprise, which have been eagerly 
seized upon by capitalists, both here and in 
the Atlantic States, and promise to add trea- 
sures to our national wealth, which might cause 
the bones of Pizarro, after the lapse of three cen- 
turies, to rattle in his tomb. Companies have 
been organized; capital subscribed; machinery 
purchased; operations begun, and those mines, 
which three short years ago were stlent as the 
grave—only known to the Indians and remem- 
bered but in legendary tales,—aro now resonant 
to the sound of the pick and shovel, wielded by 
sturdy arms, and filled with such sulphureous 
amoke as rises from the yawning craters of Ve- 
suvius or Etna, The utilitarian spint has takon 
possession of thie long neglected country, and 
the contributors to yellow colored hterature of a 
Mexican caste, are rapidly being deprived of one 
of their most favorite resorts for materials of 
which to frame their romantic trash. 


But, it may be asked, of what direct advantage 
is this opening up of a country, rich it 15 true, in 
minerals, but separate and removed from this 
State—going to prove to California? The answer 
is, that it will be of great advantage. The facili- 
ties of the Metallurgical Works in this city for 
crushing and smelting silver ore are so complete 
that years must elapse before they will be equolled 
either in Lower California or the Gadsden Pur- 
chase. Hence, those companies now engaged in 
taking out ore in these regions, find ıt to their 
interest to make arrangements with Messrs. Wass, 
Uznay and Warwick to extract the metal. In- 
deed, contracts have already been entcred into 
between these gentlemen and the proprietors of 
mines, situated in the Gadsden Purchase, for 
smelting large quantities of silver ore. We saw 
one specimen of extraordinary richness, which 
came from the Heintzleman mine, near Aribac, 
owned by the Sonora Exploring and Mining Com- 
pany. From two ounces of the ore a “button” of 
silver, weighing from one-third to one-half of an 
ounce, had been extracted, and we are informed 
that selected ores have frequently assayed from 
$4500 to $6000 per ton. While mentioning this 
mne, we may as well describe the mode of trans- 
porting the ore to San Francisco. Aribac is a 
settlement in the Gadsden Purchase, near the 
Gila river. From the Heintzleman mine, as be- 
fore stated, near Aribac, the ore is conveyed upon 


a good road which for the greater part of the dis- | 


tance is upon the banks of the Gila, to Colorado 
City. From thence it is shipped in small steamers 
to the head of the Gulf of Califormino, at which 
point there is no town or village. It is then re- 
shipped on board of schooners and other small 
vessels and brought to this city. A quantity of 
ore has also been received from the San Antonio 
mine, and other mines in Lower California, and 
from Mexico via Mazatlan. The combined ad- 
vantages of the Metallurgical Works and those 
arising from the commercial position of San Fran- 
cisco, have doubtless occasioned and will continue 
to occasion, though in an increased ratio, these 
shipments. There are many lead mines in the 
Gadsden Purchase, and the ore contains a large 
per centage of pure lead. To these mines the 
preceding remarks will apply in full. It is also 
understood that lead has been discovered in this 
State near Monterey. Messrs. Wass & Co. have 
been shown samples of ore which they were in- 
formed came from thia neighborhood, and they 
feel desirous to obtain all possible information 
upon the subject. 

We now come to treat of a mineral interest, 
which is worthy of the most earnest consideration, 
inasmuch as it more immediately and directly 
concerns the prosperity of our own State than 
any of the others referred to. There is copper in 
the Gadsden Purchase, and this truth in itself is 
very important, but it is overshadowed by the fact 
that there is abundance of copper within the limits 
of California. Itdoes not lie within the scope of 
our plan to enter into an analysis of the many va- 
rieties of ores in which copper is feund, and the 
respective value of each, though this mineralo- 
gical question well deserves the attention of every 
earnest reader, in its bearing upon the present 
subject. An intelligent inquirer can readily ob- 
tain all necessary information upon these points 
by a reference to any of the excellent encyclope- 
dias to be found in our public libraries. But thig: 
we believe, is not generally known, namely : that, 
whatever the peenliar shape in which it exists, 
copper ore of a superlative quality, and in ap- 
parently inexhaustible quantities, has been found 
at San Bernardino and near San Diego; that 
companies have been foymed, mines opened, and 
a considerable amount of the ore brought to this 
city. A choice quality of sulphuret of copper 
has also been discovered in Carson Valley, and 
samples of valuable ore, which itis alleged were 
brought from within fifty miles of Sacramento 
City, have been shown to Messrs. Wass, Uznay 
& Co. 

These facts are of deep importance; so much 
so that Messrs. Wass, Ugnay & Warwick have 
now almost completed—in addition to their pres- 
eat Works—extensive facilities for crushing and 
smelting copper ore. This they have done upon 
speculation, of course expecting individually to 
benefit themselves by their enterprise. The ques- 
tion now is, what return will they receive ‘from 
the capital invested, and what course of action 
upon the part of the merchants and copper mi- 
ners of this State will best subserve their individ- 
ual interests and the interests of the people at 
large? Itis obvious that, the copper having been 
diseovered, the next business of the miner is ta 
find a market. Some gentlemen engaged in min- 
ing, ask from Messrs. Wass & Co. the same rates 
for eOpper ore as are or may be current in Great 
Britain, and in default of their acceding to the 
proposition, talk of shipping the ore to England. 
Now to demonstrate two points: first, theim- 
possivility of Messrs. Wass & Co. paying these 
prices, and secondly, that it is the interest of the 
miner to sell here at a less rate than is or may be 
current in Great Britain, we will cite a single 
exampie, and carry it out by reliable facts and 
figures, 

At lastest dates, the best selected copper ore— 
that is, ore that will pay sixty per cent. of pure 
copper—was selling in England at $500 per ton 
of 2210 lbs. Atthe rate of sixty per cente there 
would be extracted from one ton of this ore, 1044 
ibs. of pure copper, worth, at present rates in 
England, (27 cents per 1b.,} $502 88. There re- 
maine, then, for the smelter who purchases the 
ton of cre for $200, $62 88, to pay his necessary 
expenses in crushing and smelting, and to leave 
bint a reasonable profit. Now, in California, the 
price of laboris four hundred per cent, greater 
than in England, and coal worth in Swansea $150 
per ton, will bring in San Francisco $20 per ton. 
Thus it will be seen that Messra. Wass & Co. 
cannot purchase selected ore at $500 per ton, and 
sell the pyre copper so as to compete with Britieh 
rates, The ore gold in England is taken from 
English mines, and it assuredly costs as much to 
take out the ore in California ag it does in Great 
Britain. But suppose the miner, after extracting 
the ton of ore, determines to send it to England, 
where he can sell it for $300, let us examine what 
additional charges he is subjected to.

So that th miner actually gets for his ton of 
ore fi England $280 50 and tho additional charges 
=-which have been very yeasnñably estimated— 
amounting in the aggregdte {9 $6940, would to 
him bo co much dead legs, Ort the other hand, if 
he deducts the transporting expenses, and sells 
hic ton of ore to Mesars. Wass & Co., for $230, 
650, the difference between that amount and $362, 
88, or the value of aton of copper which pays 
sixty per cent.—at English rates—will pay them 
reasonably for crushing and smelting. 

But, allowing this difficulty to have been over- 
come, and the ore in the possession of Messrs. 
Wass, Uznay & Warwick, they, too, must finda 
market for the pure copper. This market can be 
furnished by our merchants, if they, instead of 
shipping fine gold and silver and Mexican dollars 
to China, ete., as remittances, will send copper. 
There is a great demand in China for copper, and 
that demand hns hitherto been supphed by Great 
Brita. If, however, we can furnish copper to 
the Chinese as cheaply or cheaper than the Eng- 
lish, we can certainly obtain our proportion of 
thetrade. And this result can be best brought 
about in the manner we have indicated. Mer- 
chants can easily send remittances in copper, and 
thuo obviate the necessity of the investment of 
heavy sums in promoting the newly proposed com- 
merce. 

We must now close. To-morrow we shall com- 
plete the articles upon the California Metallurgi- 


cal Works. 


ANOTHER COMPLAINT AGAINST TUB POLICE. 
Mr. Patrick McAntee, residing on the Mission 
road, near McLaren's Hotel, informs us, that 
about three weeks ago, while he was at work in 
Mr. Donahue’s foundry, his residence was en- 
tered by some thieves, and robbed of two accor- 
deons, twenty-seven dollars ın money, two plain 
gold rings, gold coat button, two breast-pins, 
gold shirt studa, and a number of other articles of 
more or less value. Mr. McAntee repaired to Mr 
May, Constable of the Eleventh District, and 
stated his loss, when Mr. May advised him to go 
to the Police office, and put the Chief in posses- 
mon of the facts. Mr, MeAntce accordingly went 
to the station-house, and gave the Chiefa list and 
description of the stolen articles, which was taken 
in writing by officer Chapellc. Some two or 
three weeks afterwards, Mr. McAntee again went 
to the Police office to learn what had been done, 
and was shown a coat and one of tho accordeons 
that had been recovered by officers Chapelle and 
Baker. The other accordeon, he was informed by 
the officers, was hidden ın the bushes back of his 
house, where he searched for tt, but without suc- 
ceso. He considers it rather a singular proceed- 
ing on the part of the ofhcers, not to show him 
where his property was concealed, if they knew 
where it was, as they said, and thinksit waa their 
duty to recoverit. On inquiring about the thieves, 
and how the officers became possessed of 2 portion 
of the missing articles, they refused to give any 
names, but put him off by saying that the coat 
was recovered from a man employed in the Sutter 
Iron Works, who bought it for five dollars. The 
accordeon was reported to have been found ata 
pawn shop, and the thief to have left town. Mr. 
McAntee states that,in addition to this singular 
conduct on the part of the officers, officer Baker 
wished to exact a fee of three or four dollars from 
him, before he yielded up the accordeon. ‘This 
modest request was firmly refused, and Mr. Me- 
Antee finally managed to get back the articles 
without giving a gratuity. 


FreLL Ovennoanp —A large man, thickly clad, 
whose name we have not been able to learn, fell 
overboard from the steamer for Stockton, just at 
the time ofstarting yesterday afternoon. As soon 
as he rose to the surface, he struck out manfully 
for the atern of the steamer Antelope, about one 
hundred feet from the place where he fell, and | 
when a board was thrown him to aid his efforts, 
he contemptuously pushed it away, and bade them 
“keep their boards for themselves.” Despite the 
heavy overcoat, and other clothing, boots, etc., 
which clogged his movements, he succeeded in 
reaching the Antelope, and sustained himself by 
grasping her rudder chains, until a boat came to 
his assistance. When asked how he managed to 
fall overboard, he replied, ‘none of your busi- 
ness.” He had taken a little too much liquor 
with his water. 


A Poricr Orricsr Ronnep.—lhe house of 
officer Baker, located on Pine street, between 
Stockton and Powell, was entered by some thieves 
on Tuesday evening, and robbed of money and 
valuables to the amount of nearly twelve hundred 
doliars. The officer was absent from home at the 
time, and his wife was playing on the piano, the 
sound of whicn probably prevented her hearing 
the thieves in the neztroom. The entrance was | 
effected through the window of the opartment 
adjoining that in which Mrs. Baker was. On 
examination of the rifled room, it was found to 
be in great disorder, every drawer, trunk, and box 
having been thoroughly ransacked, the beds 
turned over, and the clothing scattered about. 
The money had been concealed between two mat- 
tresses. Saveral persons have been arrested on 
suspicion, o LLnL 

Guanp Lanceny.—J. Nelson was yesterday 
arraigned in the Police Court on a charge of 
grand larceny, in stealing $115 from Henry Po- 
toski. It was stated in Court, that plaintiff met 
Nelson at o shop, where he had bargained fora 
wagon, for which he had agreed to pay $116,60, 
and on finding that he had'not quite enough on 
his person to reach that sum, he asked Nelson to 
hold the $115 till he went for the balance. No 
sooner, however, had Potoski disappeared, than 
Nelson also took his leave, and was not again 
seen until arrested in the evening on the charge 
of grand larceny. The accused made several con- 
tradictory statements, and was finally admitted 
to bail in $1000, and the ease continued, to give 
him time to hunt up evidence of former good 
character, 


PROPERTY HEcovERED.—Since the arrest of 
Alexander Potoski, mentioned in another place, 
the detectives have been on the hunt for his resi- 
dence, or place of concealment, as they had reason 
to believe that he was a professional and adroit 
burglar. Last evening, officers Johnson, McKen- 
tie, and Hanford succeeded in ferreting out his 
abode, and discovered a large quantity of valuable 
stolen articles. Among others were a Sharpe's 
rifle, Colt’s pistol, opera glasses, and some math- 
ematical instruments belonging to Mr. French, 
and stolen from him some time since. Potoski 
is a Pole, and is proven to bo an adept at robbing. 
A variety of other articles, recoyered by the de- 
tectives, will be found at the Chie?’s office, where 
the owners can have them, by proving property. 


TRIAL op WILLIAM Lioyp.—On Saturday, in 
the District Court of Butte county, Wm. Lloyd, 
better known 28 Limerick, was tried for the mur- 
der of Giles H. Thornton. The jury returned a 
verdict of manslaughter. It will be remembered 
thia homicide, at the time of its occurrence, last 
fourth of July, occasioned considerable excite- 
ment, The young man, Lloyd, was threatened 
with instant vengeance, though his friends assev- 
erated the fatal deed wag done by him in self-de- 
fence, after a quarrel had occurred between him 
and Thornton. The verdict of the jury will afford 
the best means of arriving at the true nature of 
the conflict that took placo which resulted in the 
death of the unfortunate Thornton.

The Union Grammar School. } 

The exfimination of “the Union Grammar 
School, which has been in progress since Monday | 
Tost, was brought toa conclusion last evening. | 
There was a very large attendance of visitors; in | 
feet, notwithstanding the measurda taken to pro- | 
vide accommodations, many of the gentlemen 
present could not find seats. The instructors of 
the School are Mr. Ellis H. Holmes, Principal, 
and Mr. George W. Minns, Assistant. Miss Park 
acted as assistant teacher up to last October, when 
her connection with the School ceased. 

The exercises yesterday were of a highly inter- 
esting and varied nature. The scholars forming 
the advanced classes, in the course of studies es- 
tablished, were examined rigidly, without regard 
to the questions and examples given ın the text- 
books, Judging of the institution by the profi- 
ciency and manner of the scholars, much has 
been done by the instructors towards giving 1t an 
enviable standing inthe city. The latter must 
have labored with praiseworthy diligence, to have 
brought the pupils to so high a standard of men- 
talimprovement as displayed by them yesterday 
and on the previous days With this satisfactory 
state of the School, the only regret 10, that the 
scholars are not more numerous, particularly 
when the Grammar Schools could furnish many 
children fully qualified to enter upon the study of 
the liberal and useful branches taught in the 
Union Grammar School. This will be remedied, 
itis stated, next month, when the present attend- 
ance will be largely augmented ın the manner 
contemplated by the Board of Education 

The class in Physiology was examined by Dr 
Gibbons and Mr. Minns. The queries proposed 
were entirely shaped with a view to test the 
knowledge of the scholars as to their comprehen- 
sion of the principle» of the science. They passed 
the examination very creditably Dr Guibbona, 
at the conclusion, paid a high compliment to the 
class 

He said, at one time, when he was connected with 
a Medical College as Professor, had a student 
presented himself, and answered as well as they 
had, he would consider him qualified to take his 
degree, and would have allowed him to pass The 
advanced classin Algebra was examined by Mr 
Holmes in the higher branches of the study A 
difficult and abstruse question was given to each 
pupil. The facihty with which they solved the 
various problema, and the clearneas of the explan- 
ations given in this valuable acience, showed they 
had been instructed thoroughly in the principles 
that underhe some of the most interesting 
branches of knowledge. The reading class was 
then brought up, and, under direction of Rev. 
Mr. Lacy, passages from the works of well known 
poets were given to analyze and reduce to proce 
[hie was an onerous task, involving an intimate 
knowledge with the construction of sentences 
and the idtas of the authore. Many of the giris 
exhibited a remarkable purity and elegance in 
reading, which was beyond all praise. The boys 
were hkewise distinguished for equal aptitude in 
comprehending the scope of their subjecto. This 
part of the day's exercises was the most agreea- 
ble, ao it gave proof of both cultivation and judg- 
ment on the part of the scholars 

In the afternoon, the classes in Natural Philso- 
phy and Geometry were examined. The former 
by Mr Minns and the Rev. Mr. Lacy—the latter 
by Mr. Taite. Visitors were scarcely prepared to 
witness the degree of advancement displayed dur- 
ing the examination of these classes. Many of 
the scholars are quite young, and the tax on their 
reasoning powors was sustained with great credit 
to themselves and to their teachers. The mode 
of examination, as before stated, was different 
from what 10 usually followed in the ordinary 
routine of their studies during school hours. 
Questions were proposed at the pleasure of the 
examiners, and the answers given left no doubt 
the knowledge posseased by the students was not 
superficial. It would be difficult to do justice to 
the intellectual acquirements of both the young 
ladies ond boys. It must have been gratifying 
to the friends of the scholars, and great credit is 
due to the teacher, when it 18 borne in mind that 
not over twelve months have been devoted by 
them to the instruction of the pupils under their 
charge. 

The concluding exercises were Reading and 
Declamation, In the latter acquirement Messrs. 
Frederick Elliott and Patrick Barry displayed 
much talent. Master Elliott declaimed a piece 
entitled ‘‘ Tubal Cain,” in which he showed many 
fine traits of the orator. With an expressive 
countenance, à sympathetic voice, which he used 
admirably—and most graceful gesture, ho did 
fall justice to the grand theme he selected to re- 
cite. He certainly kept the audience wrapt in 
attention while he spoke, and conveyed an im- 
pressive idea of the first worker in brass and ateel 
—the maker of the ploughshare and the sword. 
Master Barry recited the “ Battle of Palo Alto,” 
with considerable taste, and left oa favorable 
opinion of his elocutionary powers among his 
hearers. ‘he other young lads did full justice 
to the pieces they declaimed. Master Goldsmith, 
at the request of Mr. Sherman, gave a rapid 
sketch of the history of Rome, from the foun- 
dation of the city to the extinguishment of the 
empire by the northern barbarians, 

Without any desire to disparage in the least 

tho proficiency of the other scholars, all of whom 
acquitted themselves with credit, Miss Delia 
Kimball, Mies Rabe, Mios Haight, Miss Hum- 
phries, and Masters Griffin and Estill, through- 
out the examination, displayed much talent in 
the classes to which they belonged during the 
three days examination. Miss Kimball was al- 
ways prompt and correct in the answers given to 
the problems proposed for solution, particularly 
in the scientific branches. She acquitted herself 
with much credit. 
It is probable the teachers and committee will 
make awards to the pupils. who in their opinion 
have distinguished themselves at their studies. 
We shall take pleasure in giving place ¿to their 
names when they are made known. 

Messrs. Sherman, Janes and Bannister, made 
remarks complimentary to the Teachers and 
Scholars, at the conclusion of the day’s proceed- 
ings. Itis intended by the Board of Education, 
to add a department of Foreign Language, in the 
Union Grammar School, next term. 

The examination, just closed, is highly credi- 
table to the pupils and teachers, and will tend to 
elevate the standing of the achool in the commu- 
nity. Messrs. Holmes ang Minna have dis- 
charged their duties with honor te themselves, 
and marked benefit to those they have had under 
instruction. For the Board of Education, it re- 
maine to provide a large and more suitable build- 
ing, than the one now in use, and by promoting 
from the Grammar schools the large number who 
are worthy of the favor, extend the benefits of the 
higher sphere of education, which is now impart- 
ed to the pupils attending the Union Grammar 
School.

Our Carson Valley Correspondence. 


GENOA, CARSON VALLEY, Nov, 29th, 1857. 

EDITOR or THE San Francisco HERALD i= 
After o residence of ten years in climates where 
snow seldom or never falls, it is anything but 
comfortable to me to walk forth in the morning 
for five minutes, and return with my imperial and 
mustache white with my frozen breath. This 1s 
the only sort of thermometer we use here. Busi- 
ness is exceedingly dull just now, owing to the 
fact that nobody has any money. A brisk trade 
might be done upon eredit, but as it takes two to 
make a bargain, the merchants are idle, and the 
would-be-customer walks off with a sad counten- 
ance, a naked baci, and an empty stomach 

Eagle Valley is distant fifteen miles from this 
town, ın a north-easterly direction. Itis nearly 
circular m shape and about seven miles in diam- 
eter, its altitude ip greater than that of this 
valley, and consequently the climate colder. Ten 
mules farther in the same direction is Washoe val- 
ley. <A beautiful lake eovers about one-third of it 
on the east side The length of Washoe 1s about 
twenty miles, and the width ten Ten minutes 
after my arrival in Genoa, after dark one evening, 
about six weeks ago, I was waited upon by two 
gentlemen,one of them from Washoe and the other 
from Eagle valley. Each spoke in the most glow- 
ing terms of his valley, and urged that a person 
of my fine appearance and means would soon ac- 
cumulate a large fortune there, Next to the 
pleasure arising from the possession of money, I 
always felt a sort of satisfaction in being consid- 
ered rich, and then the comphment paid to my 
personal appearance, the first I had ever received, 
tickled my vanity 00 that I asked my two new 
friends to take a dinner, and began to think them 
the most sensible men that I had ever met. 
One of them now took me aside, and after in- 
forming me again that he was pleased with my 
appearance, said that he was the proprietor of a 


p fine tract of land ın Washoe, purchases lately for 


his own use, from the Mormons, that he had had 
various offers forit, but had always refused to 
sell. .To me, however, he would dispose of a por- 
tion of 1t—not so much for the money I would pay 
him, as for the great advantage he would derive 
from having such an agreeable neighbor I re- 
phed that I wished to purchase a farm, but had 
brought with me neither money nor scrip for the 
purpose. All the charms of my society seem to 
have departed upon this announcement, for the 
landed gentleman no sooner heard ıt than he sud- 
denly recollected an engagement, and I have not 
seen him since. 

I am very sorry tO perceive that some evil dis- 
posed person has been misrepresenting the course 
of Uncle Billy Rodgers In justice to an upright 
and honorable old man, I beg leave to correct 
some improssions you have in regard to his mis- 
mon to Cahfornia, and the use he 1s making of 
his men and arms I was present, one day, when 
Uncle Billy was about departing for Califorma 
upon business connected with his copper mines 
As he was mounting his horse, the news reached 
here that the Washoes had murdered two men, a 
few milea from town. <A crowd collected around 
Uncle Billy, and requested him to be the bearer 
of a petition to the Governor of California, for 
asmatance to whip the Indians. The old gentle 
man consented, and returned in a few weeks with 
twenty five atand of arma and about fifteen men, 
with whom he 18 now endeavoring to capture the 
other Indians concerned in the murder of Mi- 
Marhn and Wilhams. So far ıs he from being 
disposed to force a collision with the Indiana, that 
the Washaes, who now come into town every day, 
in large numbers, make Unele Billy’s quarters 
their rendezvous; and they seldom leave his cabin 
hungry. Mr. Kirk staid here but a few days 
only, on hie way back to California, and his opin- 
10n or statement concerning affairs here, 1s worthy 
of no credit whatever. 

Since writing the above, a meeting has been 
held at the store of Major Ormsby, at which, I 
believe, every citizen of this place was present, 
and many from the surrounding country. After 
Col. Rodgers briefly stated the circumstances of 
his going to California, to procure arms, ammu- 
nition and men, at the urgent request of the citi- 
zens, and also stated that the California papers 
had made some severe strictures upon his conduct, 
doubtless upon information derived from his per- 
sonal enemies, a resolution was unanimously car- 
ried, heartily appruving of Uncle Billy's course. 
In short, I know that no family in this place would 
feel secure if Unce Billy's men were not here. 

In your issue of the lath inst., I see a statement 
that the “ Army of Occupation, Col. Rodgers 
commanding, had been reduced to seven men, by 
desertion.” This is not true; the force consists 
of twelve men at present, none having deserted. 
The original number was only fifteen, and three 
were dismissed out of the service for disorderly 
conduct. When I read the above quotation to 
the Colonel, he said he could easly ratse five hun- 
dred, 1f he wanted that number.  TBNNESSED.
